Attorney Genera] Brundage filed suit | 
yesterday in the federal court attack. | 


ing the constitutionality of provisions 
of the Esch-Cummins law. The suit 

attacks the power of the interstate 

commerce commission to regulate in- 

trastate rates. The United States gov- 

ernment is made the defendant. 

James H. Wilkerson, formerly chair- 


maa of the state public utilities com- 
“mission, filed the bill. The state com- 
mission repeatedly refused to permit 
the railroads to charge within the 
boundaries of lilinois the 3.6 cent fare 
allowed by the federal commission in 
intefstate traffic. 

Mr. Wilkerson said the contention 
of the attorney genera! is that the 
interstate commerce commission has 
no right to fix intrastate rates unless 
evidence of discrimination against the 
carriers is shown. The attorney gen- 
eral claims no such discrimination has 
been shown. 

The attorney general's suit revives 
the question of state rights in so far 
as regulation of its internal affairs is 
concerned, and the final decision, 
- which will, of course, come from the 
court of last restort, will settle once 
‘for ail the status of the various state 
bo lies which now undertake to regu- 
interstate carriers within state 
borders regardless of what is done by 
the federal body.

Some one once wrote to me about the 


“ sassy” potato pancake. Just now we 
may use.it to “sass” the b. c.. But 


always prove a “gage.” There area hun 
dred or two of variations of this recipe 
and every good potato pancake cook 
will instantly wonder why her particu- 
lar formula or method is not the one 
chosen, as lately everybody wondered 
why I did not print what a great num- 
ber of people evidently consider the 
best way to bake potato. I dig not go 
anywhere for two ks without meet- 
ing some one who told me about that 


way. 


The fact is that in 260 or 300 words 


cooking subject cannot be taken up. 
Somebody has to choose what, and it 
happens that the choice Nes with me. 

As to potato pancake recipes, I know 
that this one works out: Six large po- 
tatoes, two eggs, one onion, salt and 
|pepper to taste. Grate the potatoes 
and onion, add eggs and seasoning, and 
beat all together. 

Put a little salt on the griddlé and 
allow it to become hot slowly. Then 
rub griddle with a piece of paper tow- 
eling and wipe off salt. *This salt 
smooths a griddle, but it depends upon 
the cond'tion of the griddie whether it 
wiil prevent cake from sticking. If the 
griddle needs fat, use it. 


Drop the batter on in small cakes 
and cook them to a golden brown on 
both sides. Serve with any gravy or 
favéred sauce. With a. ect griddle 
a little fat may. be any batter, 
and then it will not be necessary te 
grease griddle, The médst impprtant 
poirt of discussion here might be that 
about using In the batter instead of 
throwing away the patato water.

CORN ANI OATS fc 
REACH NEW LOW; 
WHEAT SLUMPS 


BY CHARLES D. MICHAELS. 

New low levels for this season and 
the lowest January prices for corn 
and oats since 1914 were made yester- 
day. Wheat dropped sharply and all, 
grains had a lower range, with aggres- 
sive selling credited to New York in- 
terests that were active sellers last 
week. At the finish 
josses of 3%c, corn % to Ic, oats lic, 

3% to 4%c, and barley Kc. 
had support, and declined 
sharply at times, with the lowest for 
March $1.61%. and May $1.51%. They 
showed losses of 5%c from the close gf 
the previous day, while the finish for 
yesterday was around 2c above the low 


point. 


Watch Argentine Tax. 

News in wheat was mixed. The main 
impetus for selling was the report Ar- 
gentine would ship 74,000,000 bu without 
the surtax, but with the export tax. A 
laté denial of this caused buying, and the 
rally of more than 2c. Argentine is ex- 
pected to shop 740,000 bu this week, the 
largest on the crop so far. 

Export buying took 720,000 ba in all 
positions, Italy and Holland buying win- 
ters, and 100,000 bu Manitobas were sold 
‘Eastern 
milling demand was good, and Toledo 
said wheat was being taken out of store 
to sell to mills. Buying on the break 
was to obtain profits, and against bids 
and on resting orders. 

Movement figures are more in favor of 
holdings. Exports from seaboard were 
658,000 bu wheat and 12,000 bris flour. 


New Low on Corn. 

Corn showed the effects of heavy hedg- 
ing sales and light buying support from 
outside. Prices declined to the lowest of 
the season, with May down to 66%c at 
one time, followed by a rally and a close | 
%c over the inside. Sentiment was bear- 
ish, and selling pressure was attributed 
to eastern interests, while buying came 
from traders taking profits and holders 
of bids; but the latter were sold out at 
the last. Country offerings and consign- 
ment notices were not so heavy. Bal- 
timore “offered to resell corn recently 
bought. Exports were 142,000 bu. 

May oats, after selling down to 42kc, 
a new low, advanced %c on profit taking 
and on commissipn house buying, which 
carried prices up %c. Cash demand was 
slow. 

Rye broke on liquidating sales, with’ 
the main support from shorts. Exporters 
were after barley at the last, although 
refusing to bid early in the-day. Cash 
prices declined 2@3c.
